Valetta, Island of Malta, known as the 
"Manderagg-io."

Valetta the proportion is 75,000 human 
beings to the square mile, but in the 
Mnnderaggio there is one locality in 
which there are 2,574 persons living1 on 
a plot of ground less than two acres 
and a half in extent.

With an Unlucky Number the New 


Council Began Its Career. 


Superstitious People Are Predicting 


All Manner or Evil Tnings to Come. 


From Its Reign-As Predicted,.L. C. Tnrlejr 


IB Elected President and Carl Hnber 


Vice-president—Good Judgment Ex- 


erclied toy President Turley In 


tlia Selection of Committee*— 


Considerable Biulnens lit 


For the last time, President Harry 


Bannon rapped the council of 1895- 
1896 to order last night, and for the 
last time some of the members of that 
council responded to their names as 
Oierk Adams called the roll: There 
were twelve members present, the two 
Democratic gentlemen from the First 
ward—Messrs. Connolley and Eeider— 
being absent. Berthold, Tnrley, Selby, 
Merrill, Winter, Wall, Gims, Neill, 
Ross, Hnber and President Bannon 
were present. 


Mr. 
Hnbor, flanked by 
a few 


crutches, canes and a nurse, was very 
much in evidence and was warmly con- 
gratulated by his fellow members on 
being ont again. 


The Salvation Army held forth with 


old time vigor in the square below and 
discordant noises came floating in on 
the evening breezes, causing members 
to look around apprehensively. 


Clerk Adams read a bill presented 


by T. 0. Anderson amounting 
to 


$752.18 for professional services rend- 
ered between Feb. Gth, 1895, and April 
1st, 1896. The bill was referred to the 
finance committee as soon as council 
conldjcatch its breath, and it will no 
doubt stand considerable pruning. The 
solicitor, who managed the cases, was 
paid $000 a year, and it is strange that 
Mr. Anderson, who was only hired to 
assist, should want $750. There is 
nothing modest about Tom, however. 


- There might be a little difference be- 


tween his valuation of himself and the 
estimate sot by coiinoil on the value 
of his services. 


The schedule amounting to $087.52 


was allowed. 


City Solicitor Woodrow read his an- 


nual report, showing the status of the 
various cases in court, and a resume of 
work done by him during the past year. 


City Enigneer Bratt submitted a re- 


port showing that the paving of the 
Davis alley would cost $800. Referred 
to the committee on streets for investi- 
gation. 


Mrs. Gharky was granted permission 


to -put in a gutter ou her property on 
Fourth street. 
City will give her 


limestone. 


Resolutions to pay $7,000 street im- 


provement bonds; to pay §875 semi- 
annual interest on $85,000 waterworks 
bonds; to pay $3,000 semi-annual inter- 
est on $15,0000 water works bonds; to 
pay $700 semi-annual interest on $20,- 
000 railroad improvement bonds; to 
pay §1,2GO semi-annual interest on 
$42,000 street improvement bonds; to 
pay notes of $0,000 and $7,000 and 
$390 interest on above notes to Samuel 
Reed; to issue note in renewal for 
$6,000 at 6 per cout. interest to Samuel 
Reed; to issue note to First National 
bank for $5,000 for credit of the sink- 
ing fund; to issue note in renewal to E. 
J. Kenrick for $7,000, bearing interest 
at 6 per cent., were read and passed. 


Mr. Wall, of the committe on law 


and clftims, said Mr. Rauch absolutely 
refused to release his injunction against 
holding the market on Gallia street. 
Referred to the new committee on 
markets for investigation. 


Rule 5 was amended so as to make 


two committees each of the committee 
on parks and pxiblic property and police 
and markets. This gives each mem- 
ber a chairmanship. 


The street commisisouer was in- 


structed to use screened gravel offered 
by W. S. McColm at 50 cents a yard 
wherever -it was 
necessary to use 


gravel. 
McColm only has 25 or 30 


yards. 


The street sweeper man wanted' to 


• rent the Gay street engine house to 


store his sweepor in. 
Referred to the 


committee on public property. 


Juko Fiudois wants the watering 


trough on lower Market square .moved 
to the corner of Third and Market 
streets when the street is paved. When 
the trough is moved Mr. Fiudeis will 
pay $o and furnish stone needed for a 
foundation. 
Referred to the street 


committee of the now council. 


Council took a recess to look at a plat 


of the proposed Thirteenth street ex- 
tension. 
Referred to the committee 


on streets of the now council to inves- 
tigate as to cost. 


Committee on finance was iustrracted 


to find out the cost of a tar boiler and 
report at next meeting of council. 
It 


will bo used by the street commissioner 
in fixing the paved streets. 


The rent of the wharfboat for a 


year was reduced from $300 to §150, 
for the quarter beginning March 1st, 


A petition asking that 
Eleventh 


street, from Lawson street through 
Crawford addition bo improved, was 
referred to tho new committee on 
streets. 
A petition asking for a sewer 


hole to drain a pond at the corner of 
Sixth and Glover streets was referred 
to tho committee ou sowers. Mr. Mer- 
rill a) so called attention to a bad gutter 
at tho corner of Ninth and Offuere 
streets, 


The street commissioner \vas granted 


permission to flush the culverts of the 
city. 


Mr. Noill said that tho Third street 


sower was smelling to heaven ngaiu. 
It was referred to tho committee on 
sowers for investigation and report. 


Tho fire committee was authorized to 


purchase 400 pounds of zinc at same 
price as paid last yew. 
Same commit- 


tee reported the purchase of a horse for 
the dopsirtiuout at a cost of $90. 


An ordinance repealing the section of 


an ordinance, giving people permission 
to pile ashes in alleys, was read the 
second and third times und then passed. 


An ordinance to issue $30,000 bonds 


to extend the time of payment of loan 
duo June 1st was'road three times and 
passed. 
The clerk was instructed to 


advertise these bonds in all the city 
daily papers, the German weekly paper 
and one Ne\v York paper. 


An ordinance amending the foe suid 


salary ordinance so that the salary of 
the city engineer shall be $1,200 per 
^umum, was read three times and 
passed. This is an increase of $200. 


Tho usual vote of thanks was then' 


extended to the retiring president, Mr. 
Bannon, and City Clerk Jaiues Adams. 


Both hav-o made good officials and 


havo'beon \\niformly courteoxis in tho 
discharge "of their duties. 


Mr. Neill then moved that council 


adjourn sine die. The motion carried 
unanimously mid Messrs. ,T. M. Wall, 
Henry T. Banuon, Fred Reider and 
William Ross retired to private life. 


THE PASSING OF WM. ROSS. 
.The voice of Mr. Ross was heard in 


the laud for one, grand, triumphant 


effort before the curtain was rung 
down on his career. He was given the 
floor, although council had adjourned, 
and proceeded to devote considerable 
attention to The Times for some criti- 
cisms it had made of ' 'me and *my 
career.'' Mr. Ross said that the state- 
ment that he was snubbed out of conn- 
cil was not true. He could have come 
back with a largely increased majority 
if he had only wanted to. At this, 
George Osborne winked knowinlgy. 
William said that his parents -came 
here in 1813 and that he was born in 
1833 and had lived here all his life. 
He further volunteered the information 
that he was respectable and that he had 
never been in jail or begged bread, or 
in any way reflected discredit on any- 
one. 
These and many other things did 


William say, and when he sat down 
he was generously applauded. 
It will 


be many a long day before we look up-, 
on his kind in council again. Mr. Ross 
has his faults, as we all iave, but take 
him all in all, he has tried to do his 
duty as it appeared to him, and he has 
been fairly successful. 
Had he been 


given a fair show, or had council paid 
as much attention to his recommenda- 
tions as was paid to those of members 
whose skins were fairer, he would have 
made a fine record. 
As it was, 


he did the very best he could under the 
circumstances and he is deserving of 
credit. 
The Times has frequently 


poked fun at Mr. Ross and he has come 
back hot and heavy, but we bear him 
no malice, and wish him success in his 
future political aspirations. 


THE NEW COUNCIL. 


Mayor Row called the newly elected 


councilmen up in front of the presi- 
dent's desk, and administered the oath 
of office to them. 
They were Messrs. 


Turley, Merrill and Neill, who suc- 
ceeded themselves, and Messrs. Bratt, 
Lynn, Kellar and Osborne. 


Mr. Labold named Leslie Turley for 


president of council. 
He was unani- 


mously elected and Carl Huber was 
then selected for vice president. Mayor 
Row swore them in and Mr. Turley 
at once took hold of affairs. 


The rules of the old council were 


adopted. 
• 


Mayor Row then submitted 
his 


annual report. He congratulated coun- 
cil on the improvement in the financial 
condition of the city during the past 
year and said that the retiring council 
had evidently practiced, as well as 
preached economy. He hoped the new 
council would follow in their footsteps. 


The mayor said the present police 


force was a most efficient one and he 
had no complaint from any reliable 
person affecting the honesty or sobriety 
of any one of them. 


There had been an epidemic of disease 


in the city, but the board of health had 
fought it successfully, and though in- 
dividual members had been maligned 
and abused by unthinking persons, the 
mayor thought they were entitled to 
the thanks of our citizens. 


Tho report recommended that the 


city be thoroughly cleaned and put in 
a good sanitary condition and that 
sewers 
and 
culverts be frequently 


flushed. The city hospital has been 
put in good condition to receive and 
care for emergency jases. 


The fire department, in the opinion 


of the mayor, is a credit to the city 
and conld not be improved. 
The 


different houses are kept clean and 
neat; the firemen are courteous and 
obliging to visitors and citizens of our 
town and and are always ready to re- 
spond to alarms. 
No city of a similar 


size in the state has a lower record for 
fires. 


The mayor recommended that the 


patrol wagon be kept in a room iinder- 
noath the mayor's office and said that 
a recent occurrence demonstrated the 
necessity of always having a man on 
duty at the station house. 
A faithful 


and efficient officer would have lost his 
life at the hands of two men crazed by 
drink had it not been for assistance 
rendered by another prisoner. 


It was also recommended that the or- 


dinance defining crimes and misde- 
meanors be amended so as to accord 
with tho state law. 


The report was ordered filed. 
Mayor Row then submitted his list 


of appointments. 
Geo. Harding in the 


First, John Herrick in the Second, 
John Ingles in the Third, Fred V. 
Heisol in the Fourth, Jos. Stokely in 
the Fifth, Arthur McFarland in the 
Sixth, Sam J. Williams in the Seventh 
wards,, and Samuel Beatty for day 
policeman, wore renppointed. 
H. D. 


Burton for turnkey and janitor was 
reappointed. 


Clerk Adams then read a report of 


the fire chief for the past^year, ending 
April 1st, 1896, It showed that euigne 
company No. 1 had responded to 32 
alarms, and No. 2 to 81 alaims. 
The 


hook and ladder wns out 43 times. 
Much good work had been done with 
two Babcock fire extinguishers. 
The 


loss by fire last year was $7,000.86, the 
lowest of any city of tho size in the 
state. 
The chief had been diligently 


removing, or causing defective flues to 
be repaired. 
At his request, notices to 


servo upon persons owning property in 
which flues were unsafe were ordered 
printed. 


Bond of Henry Potter, wharfmaster, 


for $1,000, with Floyd L. Smith and 
A. J. Fiuuey as sureties, was approved. 


Bond of Frank Sloan for constable, 


for $1,500, with C. C. Fulton and John 
W. Lewis as sureties, was accepted. 


Bonds for assessors, of $1,000 each, 


of Geo. Hacqnard, of the First ward, 
with A. J. Finney and C. B. Worley as 
sureties; of Willis Calhoun, Second 
ward, with H. P. Pursell and D. W. 
Gnstin as sureties; of W. J. Emmett, 
Third ward, with John F. Brushart 
and N. T. Rickey as sureties; of Fred 
Stone, Fourth ward, with J. P. Pnr- 
dum and H. T. Bnnnou as sureties; of 
Jas. H. Price, Fifth ward, with Nel- 
son W. Evans and Wesley Ridenour as 
sureties; of Frank Parker, Sixth ward, 
with Thos. Conroy and J. G. Gerlach 
as sureties; of Jno. McCoy, Seventh 
ward, with J. W. Bannou and C. S. 
Cadot as sm-eties, were approved. 


Bond of Juo. Dice, for water works 


trustee, in sum of $20,000, with Chas. 
Wertz and Dan McFalraud as sureties, 
was approved. 


Mr. Gims said that sidewalks were 


wanted on the north side of Thirteenth 
street and on both sides of Kinney 
street. 
The grade will be established 


and a resolution to pave will be 
brought in in a few days. 


President Turley then announced his 


committees. 
The 
members 
were 


generally 
placed where they could 


work to advantage and the older and 
more experienced ones put on the more 
responsible committee. 
Mr. Turley 


did the graceful thing, too, in recog- 
nizing Atr. Connolley and putting him 
on two important committees. The 
committees follow:

AN ORDINANCE 


To Regulate the Removal of Garbage 
' Within the City of Portsmouth. 


Be It ordained by the City Council of the 
Oity of Portsmouth, as follows; 
' SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person to deposit upon any street, alley, 
sidewalk, wharf, landing or other public 
place within the Oity of Portsmouth, any 
manure, slops, tree-trimmings, ashes, cind- 
ers, waste animal, vegetable or mineral mat- 
ter, rubbish, offal or tilth of any description 
whatever, except as herein provided, and all 
of the foregoing articles, matters and things 
enumerated and included in the above class- 
ification are hereby designated and shall be 
known as garbage. 


SEC. 2. That all structures or premises 
having access to back or side aJleys shall 
use the same for the deposit of garbage as 
herein provided, and all structures or prem- 
ises not having access to either back or side 
alleys, shall use the streets for the" deposit 
of garbage as herein provided. Manure shall 
be aeposited in separate, suitable and suf- 
ficient receptacles provided for that sole' 
purpose placed adjoining the premises from 
which it is cast, and which shall not occupy 
more than two feet in width of the alley; 
but in no event shall manure be placed in 
any receptacle on any street or sidewalk. 


AU other garbage shall be placed in suita- 
ble and sufficient receptacles, which shall be 
not less than eighteen inches or more than 
twenty-four inches wide, and not less than 
twenty-four inches high and three feet long, 
one end of which shall be. cut down at least 
half way, and which shall be placed adjoin- 
ing the premises from which it is cast, and 
which shall not occupy more than two feet 
in width of the alley; and where there is no 
alley accessible, then upon the street or 
sidewalk, whichever is practicable, immedi- 
ately adjoining the gutter and occupying 
not more than two feet In width of said 
street or sidewalk; provided, however, that 
persons occupying premises abutting on the 
paved streets who must, under the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, use the same for the 
deposit of garbage are hereby required to 
deposit the same upon the outer edge of the 
sidewalk only, in suitable'. and sufficient 
water tight metal receptacles, whicb said 
receptacles shall be placed on said street 
each morning, except Sunday, before 8 
o'clock and removed therefrom abefore U 
o'clock a. m., whether the contractor has re- 
moved the garbage therefrom or not. Pro- 
vided, however, that ashes and cinders from 
manufactories, and the refuse from manu- 
factured products may be .piled in the public 
places hereinbefore designated for immedi- 
ate removal only, and shall be removed by 
such manufacturer at his own expense. 


SEC. 3. The City is hereby divided into dis- 
tricts for the removal of garbage which are 
co-extensive with the wards of the Oity; and 
the Council shall annually advertise'for bids 
for the removal of all garbage from each of 
said districts, and shall, at the first meeting 
iu June of each year, let the contract In ac- 
cordance with law, The contract for the re- 
moval of garbage for all J;he districts so 
designated shall be let separately as tp each 
district, and no one person shall receive the 
contract for more than one district. 


SEC. 4. Any person to whom any such con- 
tract mi!y be awarded shall enter into a 
bond to the City of Portsmouth In the sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars, with good and 
sufficient sureties approved by Council, con- 
ditioned according to law. Such contractor 
shall remove with water tight carts, wagons 
or othor suitable vehicles, all the garbage 
within his district, at least three times per 
week, except the garbage deposited on the 
paved streets, as hereinbefore provided, 
which shall be removed dally, except Sun- 
day, by said contractor between the hours 
of 8 a. m. and 11 a. m., and shall remove all 
garbage not deposited it a receptacle as pro- 
vided herein as well as that? deposited in a 
receptacle; but it shall be his duty to report 
to the City Council in writing all violations 
of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 
Said contractor shall also forthwith remove 
and bury, in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health, all dead 
animals. The garbage so removed shall be 
deposited at a point designated by the City 
Council in the advertisement for bids for the 
removal of the same. Any person who shall 
enter into a contract for the removal of gar- 
bage under the provisions of this ordinance 
who shall fail, neglect or refuse to remove 
the same In accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance, or shall fall, neglect or 
refuse to do or perform any of the matters 
or things made uis duty to do or perform by 
this ordinance, shall thereby, at the option 
of the City Council, forfeit his contract with 
the City for the removal of garbage and all 
rights he may have thereunder, and the con- 
tract for tho unoxpired term may be relet by 
the City Council, or the City Council may 
proceed to remove the same at the expense 
of such contractor and his bondsmen. 


SEC. 5. That any person who shall violate 
any provision of this ordinance made unlaw- 
ful shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in 
any sum not less than one or more than 
Fifty Dollars with costs of prosecution. 


SEC. 6. That an ordinance passed Decem- 
ber 6,1873, entitled "an ordinance to regulate 
tho disposal of garbage within the City of 
Portsmouth" be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed, 


SEC. 7. This ordinance shall take effect 
after passage and due publication thereof.
